Agricultural  Marketing  Serv^ice  estimates  place  the  May  production  of  ice  cream 
in  the  United  States  at  60,9^0,000  gallons.  This  was  1 percent  less  than  during 
f'^ay  a year  ago,  but  was  6 percent  larger  than  the  19^2-16  average  for  the  month. 
Rrcduction  this  May  was  the  fifth  largest  output  on  record  for  the  m.onth. 

Output  rose  11  percent  from  April  to  May,  compared  with  an  advance  of  18  per- 
cent at  this  timie  last  year  and  a seasonal  increase  of  I6  percent  between  the  p- 
year  averages  for  these  months.  Ma^^  temperatures  averaged  below  normal,  generally, 
in  most  of  the  eastern  sections  of  the  United  States  and  in  southern  Texas. 

In  the  first  9 months  of  19^8,  ice  cream  production  was  1 percent  larger  than 
the  Januarn’’-May  total  a year  ago  and  was  8 percent  above  the  19,62-56  average  for  tha 
period. 

Changes  in  ice  cream  production  from  May  last  year  were  mixed,  resulting  in  a 
1 percent  loss  for  the  United  States.  Decreases  in  all  North  Atlantic  States  ex- 
cept Connecticut  gave  that  region  a U-percent  smialler  output.  New  York  and 
Pennsylvania  had  losses  of  2 and  $ percent,  respectively.  Increases  from  a year  ago 
in  Iowa  and  the  Dakotas  were  mxre  than  countered  by  decreases  in  the  other  hpst 
North  Central  States  by  7 percent.  Production  was  2 percent  smaller  in  the  South 
Atlantic  Region,  where  losses  were  indicated  for  most  states.  An  increase  of  1; 
percent  occurred  in  the  last  North  Central  States,  where  all  states,  except  Michigan 
showed  gains.  Output  was  up  17  percent  in  the  Mountain  States.  No  change  was, re- 
ported for  the  South  Central  and  the  Pacific  Regions.  California's  production  of 
ice  creami  was  3 percent  above  May  1967. 

Ice  creami  production  this  May  was  above  the  1962-.66  average  for  the  month  in 
all  regions  except  the  West  North  Central,  where  it  vras  down  7 percent  and  the 
South  Central,  where  it  was  1 percent  smaller.  New  York's  output  was  about  the 
sarnie  as  the  May  average,  but  ice  cream,  production  in  Pennsylvania. was  up  6 percent. 
All  other  North  A.tlantic  States  showed  mains  and  output  for  the  region  as  a iiThole 
was  6 percent  above  average.  An  increase  of  13  percent  was  indicated  for  the  last 
North  Central  Region,  where  all  states  had  gains.  Production  was  6 percent  above 
average-  in  the  South  A.tlantic  Region  and  12  percent  larger  in  the  Mountain.  .In- 
creases in  Creaon  and  California  more  than  offset  a sharp  decrease  in  Ivashington  by 
9 percent.  California's  output  V7as  up  I6  percent  from  average.

Production  of  ice  milk  in  the  United  States  during  May  was  estimated  ty  the 
Agricultural  Marketing  Seia^ioe  at  11.1^0,000  gallons.  This  was  2 percent  smaller 
than  the  output  for  the  same  month  last  3^ear,  but  was  37  percent  above  the  193'2-56 
May  average.  In  the  first  R months  of ice  milk  production  was  down  1 percent 
from  the  January-May  total  a year  ago,  but  was  33  percent  larger  than  the  3-year 
average  for  the  period,  ... 

Decreases  in  ice  milk  production  from  Fiaj  last  year  were  indicated  for  all 
sections  of  the  United  States  except  the  East  North  Central  and  west  North  Central 
Regicns-r  ... 

Compared  with  the  previous  mont'h,  ice  milk  production  was  up  26  percent  from 
April  tc  May  this  year,  compared  with  a seasonal  rise  of  3C  percent  at  this  time 
last  year  and  a gain  of  2?  percent  between  the  1952-36  averages  for  these  months. 
Advances  occurred  in  all  regions  this  season.

Estimated  by  the  Agricultural  Marketing  Service  at  3*670,000  gallons,  the  May 
production  of  Mellorine  and  other  frozen  desserts  made  with  fats  and  oils  other  than 
milk-fat  was  iG  percent  larger  than  the  May  output  last  year  and  was  U5  percent  above 
the  1952-56  average  for  the  month.  In  the  first  5 months  of  this  year,  Mellorine 
production  was  up  lU  percent  from  the  January  - May  total  in  1957  apd  was  h7  percent 
larger  than  the  5-year  average  for  the  period. 

Increases  in  Mellorine  production  from  May  last  year  were  indicated  for  all 
important  Mellorine-producing  states  except  Illinois,  Arkansas,  and  Oklahoma.  A 
moderate  gain  occurred  in  Montana,  while  ES.ssouri,  Alabama,  Texas,  Oregon,  and 
California  had  sharp  increases  from  a year  ago. 

For  the  United  States  as  a whole,  Mellorine  production  advanced  17  percent  from 
April  to  May  this  year,  compared  with  a seasonal  rise  of  2h  percent  at  this  time  last 
year  and  an  increase  of  21  percent  between  the  1952-56  averages  for  these  months. 
Moderate  declines  from  April  to  May  in  Montana  and  California  were  far  more  than 
offset  by  advances  in  all  other  important  Mellorine-producing  states  except  Arkansas, 
where  output  held  steady.  Output  was  up  moderately  from  the  previous  month  in 
Illinois  and  Missouri,  while  sharp  seasonal  increases  were  indicated  ^or  Alabama, 
Oklahoma,  Texas,  and  Oregon,
